San Antonio, Tex ., Ap ril 6. — Due 
to hit the head of Congressman John 
N. Garner, who rep resents the district 
of Tex as wherein the town of Browns­ 
ville is, p erhap s the most unex p ected 
boomerang that has hailed out of the 
house of rep resentatives in W ashing­ 
ton and back again for some time 
p ast. 
As a result of Mr. Garner s 
efforts Brownsville is about to see 
negro troop s quartered in its midst for 
the first time since a battalion of the 
Twenty-fifth colored infantry contrib­ 
uted to the “Brownsville incident” of 
four years ago. 
Though General W. H. Carter, in 
command of the troop s mobilized at 
Fort Sam Houston, had said that he 
did not ex p ect orders detaching the 
Ninth cavalry of negro troop s from 
his command, the orders came to him 
from the war dep artm ent. 
Simulta­ 
neously General J. W. Duncan, in 
command of the dep artm ent of Tex as, 
received orders to recall the Third 
cavalry from p atrol duty along the 
border and to send out the Ninth cav­ 
alry to take the p lace of the Third in 
the job of p reserving the neutrality 
of the United States along the 1,800 
miles of international boundary com­ 
p rised in the limits of the dep artment. 
By these orders the Third cavalry will 
go under the command of General 
Carter, taking the p lace in the division 
which -the Ninth had held as a p art of 
the indep endent cavalry brigade, and 
the negro cavalrymen will fill all of 
the p osts along the border which had 
been covered by the Third cavalry. 
One of these p osts is Fort Brown, at 
Brownsville, and another is Fort Sam 
Fordyce, six ty miles away from the 
town where the alleged shooting oc­ 
curred during the time of Roosevelt. 
Since an insp ired telegram quoting 
Mr. Garner ap p eared in a local p a­ 
p er under a W ashington date line, 
which said the Tex as congressman 
had secured Mr. T aft’s p romise to 
move the Ninth cavalry away from 
San Antonio, it is the general op inion 
among army men that Mr. Garner had 
been resp onsible for the order tran s­ 
ferring the colored troop s. 
Garner 
was quoted as saying that the refusal 
of the men of the Ninth to be bound 
by the Tex as “Jim Crow” law for p ub 
lie conveyances had led to several in­ 
stances of violence on the street rail­ 
ways of San Antonio, and that the con 
tinued p resence of the negroes at the 
camp here was a menace to the m ain­ 
tenance of law' and order.

The statem ent was made by Clarence 
S. Funk, general m anager of the Inter­ 
national H arvester comp any at Chi­ 
cago. 
Funk said that Hines came to 
him, asking him to give $10,000 to the 
fund and that Edward Tilden was the 
treasurer of the fund. 
Herm an Kohlsaat, editor of the Chi­ 
cago Record-Herald, first testified that 
Funk had informed him that the fund 
was raised and that on this informa­ 
tion he had p rinted his editorial. Funk 
had released him from secrecy since 
the last m eeting of the committee, 
when Mr. Kohlsaat refused to divulge 
the name of his informant. 
Mr. Funk then testified to being 
ap p roached by Hines and asked to 
contribute $10,000 to the Lorimer fund. 
Hines is a close friend of Lorim er and 
was one of the senator’s most active 
lobbyists during the investigation at 
W a llin g to n resulting in th/ ex onera­ 
tion 
of 
Lorimer 
Edward 
Tilden, 
whom Funk named as the treasurer 
of the $100,000 fund, is accredited with 
acting for the meat p ackers. 
Funk said that Hines told him that 
$100,000 was to he rushed to Sp ring­ 
field to secure the election of Lorimer 
and that the International H arvester 
comp any was ex p ected to be one of 
the ten big p eop le to make up the 
fund. 
Funk said he refused to make 
the contribution, but was told to think 
the m atter over and send the cash to 
Edward Tilden. 
Funk did not know 
Tilden, and it was not until he was 
summarily ordered to do 
b o that he 
gave Tilden’s name to the committee. 
"I asked him why he came to me,” 
said Funk. 
“ ‘You are just as much 
interested in having the right kind of 
a man at W ashington as we are,’ said 
Hines. 
I then told him we would not 
have anything to do with the matter, 
that we were not in that kind of busi­ 
ness. 
I asked him how much he was 
getting from the different corp ora­ 
tions. 
He told me It would be neces­ 
sary to get the money from a few big 
concerns. 
‘If ten of them will p ut up 
$10,000 ap iece, that will be enough,’ 
Hines said.” 
Funk then related th at several days 
following this conversation with Hines 
he told the incident to Cyrus McCor­ 
mick, p resident of the harvester com­ 
p any, rep eating briefly the substance 
of Hines’s statem ent.
